Pierpont Morgan is roundly, Pn wy ac- 
cused of double dealing and conspiring in re- 
straint of trade in a legat document that W. 
A. Bradford, president of the in- 
cinnati and Louisville railroad, file with 
Judge Lurton of the United States Circuit 
court at Nastiville tomorrow. 

President Bradford is on his way south 
with his answer to an action oer Ste ioe 
instituted by the Pere J te railroad 
to prevent the collection of interest on the 
bonds issued by the Pére Marquette and 
guaranteed by the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton railroad for the purchase of the 
Chicago, Cincinnat! and Louisville in July, 
1904. 

In the part of the answer relating to his 
own road, President Bradford gives the de- 
tails of the arrangements for its sale to the 
Pere Marquette and the issuance of the 
$8,500,000 worth of bonds that were repu- 
diated after the appointment of receivers for 
the C., H. and D. and the Pere Marquette 
last fall. He averse that because of the 
deal his company incurred heavy expense in 
‘projecting an extension of the line from Cin- 
cinnati to Louisville and in making other 
improvements. 

Charges Morgan with Plot. 

President Bradford states also that the road. 
was without a cent of floating debt when it 
was turned over to the purchaser on July 4, 
1904. When it was thrown back on his hands 
after the Pére Marquette had gone into the 
receiver's hands, a floating debt exceeding 
$200,000 rested against it, and the property 
had depreciated in value thousands of dollars.

The scheme was carried out, Bradford 
says, by the appointment of a receiver by 
collusion, Walter B. Horn, a member of the 
Morgan firm filing the suit, and the members 
of the Morgan board in control of the roads 
filing favorable answers. 

The Pére Marquette, he charges, was not 
insolvent when the suit was filed and has not 
been at any time since then. 


Conspiracy to Kill Competition. 

The great purpose of the whole receivership 
proceedings, Bradford alleges, was to put an 
end to competition with railroads in which 
Morgan and his associates are interested. 
The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, he 
states, was a competitor of the Big Four; the 
Pére Marquette of the Erie, the Michigan 
Central, the Lake Shore, and others; the 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Louisville of the 
Monon, the Pennsylvania, and the Big Four; 
and the Toledo Railway and Terminal com- 
pany of the Morgan trunk lines. In these 
particulars, Morgan and his associates are 
alleged to be engaged in a conspiracy in re- 
straint of competition. 

President Bradford's answer will be filed 
on behalf of himself, Rudolph Kleybolt, Leo- 
pold Kleybolt, and others. A few weeks ago 
they filed suit against the Pére Marquette for 
interest money said to be due on the pur- 
chase bonds. The Pére Marquette filed a 
cross petition to prevent them prosecuting the 
suit. It is the answer to the gross petition 
that Presideft Bradford will bring up before 
Judge Lurton for a hearing tomorrow. 

Use High Fincnce to Win. 

Although the judge is a member of the 
United States Circuit court bench in this 
city, he fs at home in Nashville, and could not 
come here for the hearing. The stockholders 
of the Chicago, Cincinnati and Louisville rail- 
road suffered heavy losses when the Pére 
Marquette and Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton railroads went into the hands of the 
receiver last fall. 

President Bradford has frequently ex- 
pressed the belief that he was made the vic- 
tim of a conspiracy, and his railroad thesub- 
ject of a bit of viclous high finance. He has 
frequently charged that Morgan and his fol- 
lowers bought the controlling interest in the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton by pay- 
ing an extravagant price for the stocks to 
break up an annoying competition, and then 
threw it into a receiver's nands in further- 
ance of his schemes.

Federation Calls the Association 
“Trust of Worst Stamp.” 


PRICE OF COFFINS TOO HIGH. 


Delegates Propose Factory to Make 
Union Caskets Cheap. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor has de- 
clared war on the Chicago Undertakers’ as- 
sociation, branding the body es a trust of 
the worst order.“ The open declaration of 
hostilities was made at yesterday’s meeting 
of the central labor body, and, judging by the 
discussion that followed, the question of low- 
er prices for the burying of union men and 
the members of their families is to be the 
livest of W 

Prices for caskets charged by members of 
the undertakers’ organization were read and 
compared with the prices paid to the whole- 
saler, much to the disparagement of the for- 
mer. Then it was charged that the under- 
takers discriminate against union made cas- 
kets and that men who hadspent their entire 
life fighting the battles of unionism were 
placed at last in a nonunion casket, charged 
an exorbitant fee by the “ coffin trust,“ and 
buried in a nonunion cemetery. That is, un- 
less they find a last résting place in the union: 
cemetery announced last week by the cigar- 

rs. 
Like Life Insurance Fraud. ; 

“The only difference between the frauds 
practiced by the New York life insurance 
companies and the coffin trust is that the 
former robs a man while he is alive and the: 
coffin trust robs his widow and orphans after 
he is dead,“ was the wording of the con- 
clusion of the statement read at the meeting. 

“TI say fight the trust that charges us more 
to get out of the world than is charged to 
bring us into it,” said one indignant dele- 
gate. “I can tell you an actual experience. 
When the stork visited at the house of a 
friend of mine a month ago the entire cost 
to him was §22. The death of a child in the 
same family cost the man $125 in funeral ex- 

alone. 

“The undertaker made more than $100 
profit on this man at a time when he least 
could afford to pay it and when he wae least 
able to try to do better elsewhere.” 


Lay Down Rules of ‘Action. 

After a lengthy discussion of the subject 
these conclusions were arrived at by the dele- 
gates to the meeting: 

No upion man shall purchase a nonunion casket, 
or assist in paying for a nonunion casket, for 4 
member of his famfly or a friend. 

No union man shall act as palibearer at a fu- 
neral where a nonunion casket is used. Should he 
find, after consenting to act, that the casket is of 
nonunion make he must refuse to serve, even 
though he makes the discovery at the last moment. 

When the services of an undertaker are necded 
by @ friend of a union man it is his duty as a trades 


unionist to cali upon the members of the bereaved

Woodworkers Make Protest. 

The subject came up at the meeting when 
a communication from the Woodworkers’ 
union was read by the secretary. The com- 
munication contained a complaint because of 
the supposed discrimination of the undertak- 
ers against union made caskets. A price list 
was attached showing that union caskets 
ranged in price from $5 to 340. Undet- 
takers, according to the same information, 
charge anything from $50 to $300 for the 
same casket, ‘‘ or as much as the victim can 
stand,“ it concluded, | 

These prices were charged by all undertak- 
ers in Chicago, continued the statement, 
through the elose cotperation of theirorgan- 
ization which was called a trust that robs 
the dead. No reason why the undertakers 
discriminated against the union men was set 
forth, but it was hinted that it was because 
the workers had suggested a union of profes- 
sional pallbearers about two years ago. It 
was about that time that the first open dis- 
crimination wae discovered by union men. 


Asks Cost of Coffin. 

nder the prices that obtain with the trust 
members, how much will a casket. cost big 
enough for the average well built union 
man? asked one delegate.

“Why can’t the casket made im union fac- 
tories be sold direct to the unions at the ‘lower 


prices named?” was then asked. 


Should they be sold to the union or to the 
individual before his death?“ was the next 
question propounded, 

“There are more than 200,000 union mem- 
bers in Chicago,” said another complainant 
against the undertakers. It is safe to say 
that when a coffin is purchased a profit of not 
less than $25 is paid to the undertaker who 
handles the casket. If each union man would 


‘give a fraction of this sum to the cause we 


could build a factory and give union men 
caskets at cost.” 
Ownership. Principle. 

“If municipal ownership of other utilities 
is practical, why wouldn't public ownership 
of a casket factory be a go? 

“In fact, I think that municipal ownership 
of the one last resting place of every man, 
woman, and child in the universe is of more 
importance than that of street railways,” 
continued the speaker, a9 he waxed warm 
in the @iscussion of the subject. 

It wae suggested that a committee be ap- 
pointed by the president of the federation to 
act with that appointed by Business Agent 
Myers of the Metal Polishers and Buffers’ 
union with a view to unionizing the under- 
takers of Chicago. The suggestion probably 
will be acted upon today.

N were two shocks oP great severity. 
The railway lines were twisted and badly 
damaged Many telegraph poles were thrown 
down. The houses, built mostly of sun dried 
brick, crumbled as if made of sand. 

Japanese doctors and nurses have been sent 
to help care for the Injured. 


Kagi an Important Town. 

Kagi is one of the administrative centers 
under Japanese rule. The Japanese have 
built fine administration bulldings, a prison, 
a hospital, and have pg, eee & perma- 
nent garrison there. A large paper mill ‘is 
one of the newest industries. The city is an 
important point on the railway the Japan- 
ese have built northward from Tainan. 

Kagi is one of the oldest towns of the in- 
terior of Formosa. It had a population of 
17,910 at the last Japanese census. The town 
has figured extensively in the history of the 
island, being the center, of a series of rebel- 
lions Whieh began 300 years ago. It is built 
of the usual low filmsy structures of sun 
dried bricks and surrounded by a strong wall. 
The town was the scene of an important bat- 
tle after the Japanese occupation in 1898, 
when it was defended by 10,000 Chinese 
troops. The Japanese took the town by as- 
sault. 

Kagi is a town after the promoter’s heart. 
It is the center of the sugar industry. There 
are large areas of petroleum and natural gas. 
There is an extensive indigo industry. It is 
the center of the tobacco industry. 


376 Karthquakes in Five Years. 

Formosa ie the home of the earthquake. 
In five years there have been 376 separate 
and distinct earthquakes. And yet the won- 
der is that there are not more. The island 
is of volcanic origin and is in the center 
ot the volcanic chain, which extends from 
northern Japan to the southern Philippines. 

Some of the Formosa earthquakes have 
been severe. In 1867, during one earthquake 
the towns of Kilung, Kinpori, and Banka 
were partly destroyed and Kelung harber 
for a brief time wae emptied of 2 

In 1881 a severe shock partly d 


earthquakes it follows 
naturally that there are volcanoes’ on the 
island. In fact there are four volcanoes 
on Formosa, one of which has a crater 700 
feet across and 400 feet deep. There is also 
dénce of a submarine volcano Of Kelung, 
which sometimes throws steam atid pumice 
to a considerable height above the surface 
of the water.

PEDAGOGS WHO WRITE CATALOG 
AND PROLOG WIN OVER BREWER. 


Thru a Thorofare the Way It Will Be 
Written Thruout the Nation as Soon 
as New Spelling Becomes Popular, 

. AssociateSupreme Court Justice De- 
clares—He Heartily Indorses Move- 
mént—He Believes Simplification Is 
Much Needed. 


New York, March 18.— [Special. -“ I have 
agreed to use the new simplified method of 
spelling in writing my opinions,“ said Asso- 
ciate Justice David J. Brewer of the United 
States Supreme court when asked today 
concerning his opinion of the new move- 
ment. For some time I have followed the 
practice of shortening my spelling of certain 
words as ‘altho,’ ‘thru,’ and program.“ 
Of course, I cannot control the actions of 
the Supreme court in the matter of spelling. 
but I have adopted the new method for my 
own used, 

“The spelling of many educated men is 
atrocious. They never will learn to spell 
according to the rules of the English lan- 
guage. But if the simplified method is adopt- 
ed I believe it will help them. 


Strangeness Will Soon Wear Off. 

“Of course the new system will seem 
strange until people have become accustomed 
to it. So did the old style of spelling used 
by people a generation ago. It was custom- 
ary to spell the words ‘ labor’ and ‘ honor’ 
with the letter u.“ and the did fashioned 
‘labour’ and * honour ’ seems as strange to 
us as will though and ‘although.’ to 
people of a generation hence. 

“A simplified spelling board has been or- 
ganized for the purpose of bringing about re- 
form in spelling. The head of this organiza- 
tion is Brander Matthews, and other officers 
in the organization are leaders in educational 
and other lines of work. I &m a member 
of this society. We have agreed whenever 
possible to use the new method of spelling. 

“ There are twelve words which thé mem- 
bers of the organization have agreed to spell 
in the new way when they remember to do 
80. These words are program, ‘ decalog,’ 

‘prolog,’ tho, ‘ altho,” ‘ thoro,’ * thorofare,* 
‘thru,’ thruout,“ catalog.“ demagog. and 

‘ pedagog’. * 

Number of Words to Be Increased. 

“These simple changes will not shock any 
one and we gradually wih become aecus- 


tomed to using the ‘words in their new form 


nd in a few years every one will adopt the 
eg This movement has been on foot for 
some time. In a short time it is the purpose 
of the soctety to enlarge the number of words 
which will be spelled the way they are pro- 
nounced. 

„For years my brother, who was con- 
nected with a college in Iowa, was interested 
in this movement. He visited the Sandwich 
islands and my niece was ealled on to write 
a composition, the subject being the “ Sand- 
wich Islands.’ She came to me for some in- 
formation and I referred her tomy brother. 

„He wrote her ah interesting letter on the 
subject, using the new method of spelling.

Says the Marrying Justice or Parson 
Who Unites Unfortunate Couples 
Out for a Holiday wre Among the 
Great Enemies of the Social Order 
Lites History of Pagan Civiliza- 
tion as Showing Result of Decline 
of the Family. 


“Among the greatest enemies of social 
order today may be reckoned the marrying 
parson and the marrying justice of the 
peace, the Rev. H. P. Smyth declared last 
night in St. Mary's Catholic church, Evans 
ton, in the course of an address on “ Mar- 
riage and Mixed Marriage. 

“Armed with state authority.“ he con- 
tinued, these human harpies infest county 
court buildings and excursion boats seeking 
to traffic in the holy institution upon which 
society rests. What care they for the future 
of the unfortunate couple whom a holiday 
sentiment has brought them!“ 

The speaker made a strong protest against 
the growing disinclination of men to assume 
the responsibilities of wedlock, and the 
tendency to restrict the size of families. 

The worst evil threatening human society 
today, he said, 1s not the hasty or mis- 
judged marriage, but the growing indisposi- 
tion *to marriage, especially on the part of 
those who are best able to assume its burdens. 


Experience of Pagan Peoples. 

his is not a new evil in the human family. 
The old pagans had the same trouble. Greece 
and Rome each saw its existence threatened 
by bachelorhood and childless marriages. 
This condition came, too, not in the days of 
struggle, but in the midst of prosperity and 
affluence. One patrician family after another 
ded out through limiting offspring to one or 
two. Similarly with us. The twin evils, 
bachelorhood and small families, did not 
threaten in the time of the nation’s upbulld- 
ing, but now in a condition of unexampled 
success.

What is paganism but 
4 defection from the truth, an abandonment 
of religion? Until we restore marriage to its

drift. 


It will not be denied that human society 
ig founded upon the family, and that the 
family ie based upon marriage. The super- 
structure may not be as stable as the foun- 
dation, but it never can be more so. Hence 
sdciety at large cannot be better than its 
ideas of marriage.

Man Released from Prison After Four- 
teen Years Service for Attempted Mur- 
der Will Be Shadowed Continually. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 18.— [Special. ]—Alex- 
ander Berkman will step out of the Allegheny 
county workhouse on May 18 after servin 
fourteen years for attempting the murder 
H. C. Frick. 

Henry C. Frick has not forgotten Berkman. 
When the man is released one of the best de- 
tective agencies in the world will take up his 
trail, and, until he or Mr. Frick dies, Berkman 
never will be left unwatched. It will cost Mr. 
Frick $10,000 a year, but he thinks it a good 
life insurance investment. 

Berkman is as much of an anarchist as he 
was on the day he shot at Mr. Frick, but 
he now is an advocate of education instead 
of an apostie of force. He has been a most 
exemplary prisoner during the fourteen 
years he has been behind the wall and has 
studied unceasingly. He has perfeoted him- 
self in several languages—Prench, Italian, 
and Slavonic—and is prepared to make an 
active campaign in favor of the red flag.

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LAWMAKERS WASTE TIME. 


CLINES RENOMINATION. 


Declares He Cannot Neglect His Legal 
Business to Make Canvass for the 
Small Compensation Allowed — 
Urges Shorter Sessions, Which, He 
Believes, Would Attract Able Men 
to Become Members of State Legis- 
lature—Two Months Sufficient. 


In an open letter declining renomination for 
representative in the state legislature, M. L. 
McKinley of Chicago criticises the waste of 
time and money on the part of the general as- 
sembly and appeals for a reform. The let- 
ter, which was addressed to Frank H. Mc- 
Culloch of Evanston, was made public yes- 
terday. 

Mr. McKinley, who is an attorney, says 
he cannot afford to sacrifice his business to a 
long campaign and the subsequent long ses- 
sion of the legislature. The compensation of 
$1,000 is not enough, he declares, for the time 
unless he has other resources. 

It would be sufficient for a session of two 
months, in which time all the business could 
be transacted if the legislature were com- 
pelled to act with expedition. If the time 
were limited many more desirable citizens 
might be impelled to offer themselves as can- 
didates. 

Sessions Are Too Long. 

“It appears to me,“ says Mr. McKinley, 
“that our legislative sessions are unneces- 
sarily long and that valuable time ls wasted. 
There is no legitimate reason why all com- 
mittees of the general assembly should not 
be appointed within two weeks after the 
opening of the session and the consideration 
of bills begun. The business presented to 
the attention of the legislators could be care- 
fully, efficiently, and properly transacted 
during a sixty day session if the members of 
the general assembly were required to do 
the work. As it is, most of the legislation 
is accomplished during the last few days of 
each session, and in Illinois we have become 
accustomed to view without concern the 
ridiculous and unnecessary practice of rail- 
roading bills through both houses during the 
closing days, 


Quicker Work Is Suggested. 

The interests of the people would be much 
better served were the sessions shortened. 
Sixty days ought to be ample time in which 
to perform the necessary work and many 
young, active, and able business and pro- 
fessional men who cannot now afford to give 
the greater part of a year, would be glad to 
offer themselves as candidates had they the 
assurance that two or three months would 
be the extreme demand upon their time. 

“Make possible a short campaign and a 
short, snappy, business like session of the 
general assembly and a long step forward 
will have been taken toward improving the 
quality and effectiveness of the general as- 
gembly. With these things accomplished 
there will be no need for an increase in sal- 
ary, the general pay roll will be materially 
reduced, and the peoples’ service greatly im- 
proved.“

Mayor Supposed to Favor Frank Wen- 
ter, but Says He Has Not Made a 
Choice—St. Paul Ordinance Again.

TAKES PRESIDENT 70 TASK 


DR. PARKHURST CRITICISES MES- 
SAGE ON JOLO FIGHT. 


Declares Congratulations to Gen. 
Wood on “ Brilliant Feat of Arms” 
Would Be Hamorous if It Were Not 
Se Tragic—Asserts That Slaughter 
of 600 Men, Women, and Children 
Most Distressing Feature of Be- 
nevolent Assimilation Policy. 


New York, March 18.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
Charles H. Parkhurst in his sermon today 
criticised President Roosevelt for the heart- 
lessness and greed refiected in the slaughter 
of the 600 men, women, and children in Jolo 
by the troops under Gen. Wood. 

Dr. Parkhurst asserted that the president's 
message of congratulation to Gen. Wood, 
terming the battles “ brilliant feat of arms, 
would be ‘humorous if it were not so tragic. 

| more brilliant than smoking

tion * during the American occupation of the 
Philippines. . 


Styled Heart Rending Example. 


„ Consider,’”’ he said, the easy and self- 
satisfied way in which we regard the mowing 
down of the savage and semi-savage in the 
Philippine islands when they stand in the 
way of the national purpose, of which, after 
eight years of * benevolent assimilation,’ we 
have just had a most startling and heart- 
rending example in the bombarding to death 
of 600 men, women, and children collected in 
a crater in the Moro islands. 

There are two things to be sald about the 
jubilant congratulation sent by the chief 
executive to Gen. Wood. The first isin refer- 
ence to the designation of the performance 
as a ‘brilliant feat of arms.’ Basing our 
estimate on the reports rendered by Gen. 


Wood it was no more a‘ brilliant feat of 


arms than smoking bees out of a hive or rats 
out of a nest. 


Sadder Feature Seen. 
„But a far sadder feature of the executive 


communication to Gen. Wood is that it con- 


tained not one word of sympathy, one note 
of tender distress, in view of the indiscrim- 
inate slaughter perpetrated ‘in honor of the 
American flag.” We have beén taught to be- 
lieve, and we like to believe, that the presi- 
dent has a great heart. 

“ And so I prefer to think of that cabie- 
gram, composed, as it was, in the presence, 
practically, of mangled men, torn women, 
armiess and headless children, I prefer to 
think of it not as being the expression of the 
man Roosevelt, but of the President Roose- 
velt, in whom officially the heartlessness and 
the greed of unregenerate nationality is 
functionally represented. I want to find a 
way out for Roosevelt, for the performance 
on the Jolo island has a ghastly look and the 
cablegram matched it. 

With the exception of the maintenance 
in the south of negro slavery, there has been, 
I should say, nothing sadder in our history 
than the national attitude in which we today 
stand as toward the little brown people of 
the Philippine islands.“

SCORES OF RERSONS SEARCH FOR 


“FLIP,” MISSING TWO MONTHS. 


Policemen, Postmen, Street Car Men, 
and Residents of Rockford, Free- 
port, Chicago, Elgin, Beloit, and 
Belvidere Aid-in Hunt for Mexican 
Pet of Mrs. Frank W. Plaue of 
Last City—Owner Enlists Help of 
Clairvoyants te Trace the Animal. 


The most intensive search which ever has 
been instituted for a lost dog is going on 
in Belvidere, III., where a hairless little anti- 
mal, that was born in the Mexican building 
at the St. Louis exposition, disappeared un- 
der strange circumstances on Jan. 16. 

Lngaged in the hunt at one time were the 
police of Belvidere, Rockford, Freeport, El- 
gin, Beloit, and Chicago: all of the city and 
rural postal carriers of Belvidere; and all 
of the steam road agents and the conductors 
and motormen of the electric cars from Bel- 
videre to Freeport. 

The loss of the dog was announced in the 
schools and the aid of the school children 
was enlisted in the hunt. Four trips to 
Chicago were made to consult the chief 
ot police. The owner of the dog has con- 
sulted four different clairvoyants in as many 
cities, but the pup is still missing. 


“Flip” Has a Police Record. 

The mother of this dog was owned by one of 
the Mexican commissioners to the world’s 
fair, and he presented the pup to Mrs. Frank 
W. Plane, wife of the owner and operator 
of a telephone line in Boone county: Mrs. 
Plane, because of the unusual circumstances 
under which it came to her, prized the little 
creature. She named him Flip,“ and that 
name now is on the police records of more 
cities and villages than that of any other 
dog. 

One morning two months ago Flip was al- 
lowed to go outdoors. Mrs. Plane saw her 
pet disappear around the corner of the 
building. From that moment he vaen- 
ished. 

Has an Electric Premonition. 


Mrs. Plane relates an experience concerning 
the disappearance of the dog. Ten minutes 
after the dog had been liberated she had a 
premonition that some calamity had befallen 
Flip.“ She says she was conscious of a 
sensation that came to her like an electric 
shock. At once she gaid to her son: 

J know that something has happened to 
my dog.“ 

At once she started out to find the dog. She 
has been hunting ever since. She has found 
no oné who has seen or heard of it. She ap- 
pealed to the local police, the postmaster, the 
editor, and all of the persons mentioned, all 
of whom promised to be on the watchout for 
the Mexican pup. 

Prof. Lafitte of the Belvidere schools agreed 
to announce the loss to the school children of 
all of the rooms, and the carriers, gas col- 
lectors, and the rural carriers, who cover 
evey highway in Boone county, agreed to seek 
the wandering.“ Flip.“ Mrs. Plane adver- 
tised in the Chicago papers, disguising the 
ad. so that it would appear that she wanted to 
buy a dog just like the one she had lost, hop- 
ing that her own animal would be offered to 
her. She got three letters and made as many 
trips to Chicago, but in each case it was not 
„Flip that perked up his ears and wagged 
his hairless tall at her approach. 

Even Goes to Clairvoyants. 


Mrs. Plane says that she has had a wonder- 
ful experience with the clairvoyants of sev- 
eral different cities, whom she consulted. Ing 

each instance she had not told the seer“ 
about her joss; but the clairvoyant would 
read out a startling revelation. Bach had 
the same story to tell about a woman who 
was described minutely, running out into the 
street and grabbing up a queer little animal, 
which could not fall to be the smooth-skinned 
„Flip.“ Bach and every one of the wise 
women” deseribed the exact shade of the 
dog’s elephant blue hide, but they all lost 
trace of the supernatural spectacle at ex- 
actly the same stage of the dognaping act.” 
At this instant the woman with the squirm- 
ing animal under her arm disappeared and 
‘Mrs. Plane was told she never would see 
„ Flip again. 

Despite this, Mrs. Plane ts still hunting and 
still hoping that her pet will turn up to bring 
joy and 89— to her nome.

Slide Larger than Usual. 


es started from Ouray for 
the scene o the J accident but were forced 
back by the storm, and it will be impossible 
for any one to reach the mine before tomor- 
row. 

This avalanche, which moves annually and 
is called the United States, was larger this 
year than ever before. It started moving last 
evening at 7 o'clock, following its usual 
course. As a rule it spends its force by the 
time it reaches the gulch, but last night it 
continued on to the Camp Bird mill, crush- 
ing it like an eggshell. The mill checked 
the slide’s force, otherwise it probably would 
have reached and destroyed the bunkhouse. 

The Camp Bird clubhouse was one of the 
finest ever built for a similar purpose. Camp 
Bird is the mine sold by Thomas E. Walsh 
several years ago to an English company. 

Slides have run among all the mountains 
around Ouray. This afternoon a slide took 
out the power line of the Animas Mining 
company. Later a second slide took three- 
quarters of a mile of the power line of the 
Telluride power plant, which furnishes power 
to the Revenue, Sar Pedro, and Atlas mines.

3 Gas Man Says Majority of 
the Republicans of State Still Want 
Him for Senator. 


Dover, Del.,; March 18.—[Special,)—J. d- 
ward Addicks, the Delaware gas ‘man and 
senatorial aspirant, today issued a state- 
ment in which he emphatically denies he has 
been beaten by Senator Allee in the adop- 
tion yesterday of harmony overtures be- 
tween the union republicans and regulars.

Washington, D. C., March 18.— [Special. 
Bellamy Storer's resignation as ambassador 
to Austria-Hungary is by way of being a 
mystery in official circles. There is a rumor 
that Mr. Storer is nursing a grouch which is 
offset by semi-official statements that he, 
retired of his own volition and that no un- 
pleasantness exists. 

Mr. Storer went to Austria-Hungary ex- 
pecting he would get early promotion to 
au more responsible post. He has been three 
years and a half in Vienna, however, and 
there was little likelihood he would go to 
either St. Petersburg or Berlin. The presi- 
dent named Mr. Storer as ambassador to 
Austria-Hungary because of a promise made 
by his predecessor, Mr. McKinley, and alse 
because of the pleasant friendship their 
families enjoyed when Mr. Roosevelt oc- 
cupied the position of civil service commis- 
sioner. 


Lloyd C. Griscom to Get Post? 


President Roosevelt is expected to nomi- 
nate Mr. Storer’s successor tomorrow. Re- 
ports current tonight in well informed circles 
credit Lloyd C. Griscom, recently named as 
ambassador to Brazil, as the man upon whom 
the president’s choice has fallen. It is Im- 
possible to confirm these reports, 

Should it prove true that Mr. Griscom will 
go to Austria-Hungary it is likely that Beek- 
man Winthrop, governor of Porto Rico, will 
be made ambassador to Brazil. Mr. Win- 
throp is known personally to the president 
and his work at San Juan has been highly 
satisfactory. 

Mr. Winthrop is understood to want a diplo- 
matic post, preferring it to the gubernatorial 
work which he has to perform in the Caritb- 
bean sea island. He now is on his way to 
Washington to rebut graft charges made 
against the administration of some of his 
predecessors. 


Root Depends on His Aid. 


At the time of Mr. Griecom’s transfer to Rio 
de Janeiro it was the general understanding 
that he should not remain there for any 
length of time. His work as minister to 
Japan during the Russo-Japanese war re- 
celved the hearty approval of the president 
and the late Secretary Hay. 

Mr. Root had depended upon him to aid his 
new policy of cultivating more friendly rela- 
tions with South American republics, and it 
is possible that the secretary’s argument may 
induce the president to name some other per- 
gon for the ambassadorship to Austria-Hun- 
gary and retain Mr. Griscom in Brazil. 

The president and Secretary Root were out 
riding this morning and it Is likely the mat - 
ter was discussed. 


TAFT TO EXPLAIN WOOD CASE. 


Secretary of War Will Tell Senate Com- 
mittee Why Major’s Traveling 
Expenses Were Paid. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Secretary of War Taft will go before the sen- 
ate committee on military affairs this week 
and explain, in detail, how and why the gov- 
ernment paid the traveling expenses of Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Wood to this country from the 
Philippines and back last year, when Gen. 
Wood went to Boston for an operation. 

Mr. Taft will take a good deal of corre- 
spondence to the senate when he goes to make 
the matter clear.

Some persons complain of bad telephone 
service, Frequently they do so with good 
cause. All complain of excessive tele- 
phone charges, and are justified in their 


complaints. The community can make 
shift with the present service, but it can- 
not submit meekly to the present rates. 


Those charged for unlimited service and 
measured service are equally exorbitant. 
Those who use the telephone little and 
those who use it much are alike over- 
taxed. In that respect the company deals 
impartially with its customers. sg 
The stories told by the managers of some 


Chicago hotels of the profits which it draws 


from their houses testify to its ingenuity. 


The hotels are a veritable gold mine for it. 


When the telephone was introduced it 
was a luxury and charges were paid with- 
out much demur. It has become to a re- 
markable extent a necessity. Professional 
and business men find themselves at u dis- 
advantage without it. The tradesman who 
cannot be reached on the telephone loses 
custom. It is so great a convenience that 
every family of average means looks on it 
as almost a necessity. 3 

The measured service was welcomed 
when it was introduced. It put the tele- 
phone within reach of many who needed 
but could not afford it. At first those per- 
sons made little complaint of the rates 
charged for the measured service. After 
they had some experience and learned how 
little it cost the company to furnish what 
it called a cheap service they began to de- 
mand lower rates but have been unable to 
get them. 

The man who thinks he is charged too 
much for electric light can change to gas 
or some other illuminant. There is no 
substitute for the telephone. The man 
who has had one cannot get along without 
it. He has to submit to exorbitant 
charges, which the company will not lower, 
because its first and last rule of action is 
to get out of the community every dollar 
it can. 

The only cheering feature of the situa- 
tion is that three years hence the privi- 
leges of the company will expire. Then 
there will be a sudden fall in rates if it 
is permitted to continne in business. The 
public has become well informed about 
the telephone question. It appreciates 
fully the value of telephone service and 
knows that it can be furnished profitably 
at less than half the present cost. It has 
a clear understanding of the iniquities of 
the measured service as applied here. It 
perceives why the company is enamored 
of that service and is endeavoring to force 
it upon everybody. 

Any future ordinance empowering the 
telephone company to carry on business in 
Chicago will differ in material respects 
from the one passed seventeen years ago. 
It will contain a schedule of really rea- 
sonable rates for flat and measured serv- 
ice. There will be a provision authorizing 
the company to lower them from time to 
time if conditions shall-justify it, and 
there will be a provision requiring the 
company to give its patrons the benefit of 
future improvements in telephone service 
without an additional charge, unless the 
municipal authorities give their consent. 
Any new ordinance will be one under 
which the people will get a full return for 
their nickels. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE AND GARBAGE. 

A strange paralysis seems to prevent the 
finance committee from authorizing any 
constructive treatment of the garbage 
question. The committee now proposes to 
put the whole matter over another year. 
This is what it has been doing for an 
indefinite time hitherto. There is reason 
to think that if the committee’s purpose is 
carried out, things will be in practically 
the same condition a year hence that they 
are in now. The varying excuses offered 
by the committee from time to time for 
continual postponement would be better re- 
ceived were they not a part of so long a 
series. 

Today it is urged that the city cannot 
be trusted to take charge of garbage col- 
lection directly because of certain changes 
which have occurred in the administrative 
staff concerned. Yet the leaders of the 
committee showed themselves just as de- 
termined before these changes as they 
have been since to prevent the adoption of 
the new system. Indeed, if that system 
had been approved by the committee 
months ago it is perhaps possible that Mr. 
Fox might have continued in the public 
service. At any rate one of the facts 
which apparently influenced him in resign- 


ing was the failure of the finance commit- 


tee to codperate towards some constructive 
program for his bureau. But be that as it 
may, no single personality can be indis- 
pensable to the success of city collection, 
and no valid reason has been offered for 
refusing to provide in the pending appro- 
priation bill for its establishment. 

The traditional team hiring system 
which now prevails is rotten with politics 
from top to bottom. The equipment, too, 
which it brings to the city is of the crudest 
sort. The public money available for gar- 
bage collection goes thus in part for polit- 
ical services and is in part wasted on ill 
adapted appliances. Time will of course 
be necessary, under any circumstances, to 
acquire the necessary equipment and put 
the plan of city collection into operation, 
and also to adjust that plan to some sup- 
plementary reduction scheme. The way to 
get the thing done, however, is to make 
financial provision for it. Non-political 
and efficient garbage collection awaits ap- 
propriate action by the finance committee.

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Lord Lindsay is a descendant of that Scotch 
knight of Lindsay who figures in the Chron- 
icles of Frolssart as having been one of the 
most gallant leaders of the first crusade. 
The earldom has been subjected to the most 
extraordinary viciseitudes and after remain- 
ing dormant for many long years was re- 
vived in favor of the late earl, son of a sol- 
dier of fortune, who spent the major part of 
hig life in Persia as commander in chief 
of the shah's artillery, and lies buried at 
Teheran. 

One of the earls of Lindsay was implicated 
in the murder of Rizzio, the favorite of Mary 
Queen of Scots, and those who have read 
Sir Walter Scott's well known novel, The 
Abbot,“ will remember that it was this same 
Lord Lindsay who was one of the commis- 
sioners sent to Loch Leven to compel Queen 
Mary’s abdication. 
was commander of the Scotch Covenanters, 
in spite of which he attempted to rescue 
King Charles I., and the seventh earl was a 


sergeant in the army, his father having been [ 


an illiterate carpenter. Indeed, the history 
of the house of Lindsay is one of the most ro- 
mantic of the Scotch peerage.

The duke of Gandolfi, whose death has just 
taken place in England at Blackmore park 
in Worcestershire, was not a foreigner, as 
might be imagined from his title, but an 
Englishman, who was always gladof the op- 
portunity of donning the scarlet uniform and 
cocked hat of a deputy Heutenant of his eoun- 
ty, @ uniform so closely resembling that of 
a British general officer that abroad its wear- 
ers are usually taken for English military 
commanders. 

There is a good deal of difference of opin- 
ion as te the origin of the house of Gandolfi, 
and whereas it has been stated in print that 
the grandfather of the late duke started 
life in a humble way and in his early days 
kept a small shop in London, the late duke 
claimed descent in an unbroken male line 
from Count Manfred Gandolfl, who was one 
of the ten nobles of Genoa to whom Beranger, 
king of Italy, granted the independence of 
Genoa in A. D. 038, 

Be this as it may, the fact remains that 
the grandfather of the late duke married 
in 1808 the only sister and sole heiresd of 
Thomas Hornyold, of Blackmore park, with 
whose death one of the oldest county fami- 
lies possessed of a pedigree going back with- 
out interruption in the male line te the 
twelfth century became extinct. 

The son of the Gandolfi who married Ther- 
esa Hornyold secured the permission of 


of Hornyold and the armorial bearings of 
the family when he succeeded to the Horny- 
old estates on the death of his mother. He 
married a granddaughter of Lord Stourton, 
and was perfectly content with’ his fine old 
English name of Hernyoid. 

His son, however, entertained different 
views about the matter, and on marrying 
the daughter of the Spanish marshal Cabrera, 
duke de la Vittoria, count of Morelia, ex- 
priest and famed for his cruelties in the Carl- 
ist wars, became imbued with a desire for a 
title of hisown. He attempted to revive the 
titles of marquis and count, borne by the 
Gandolfis of Genoa in the middle ages, but 
finding that there were a lot of people in 
England and abroad who were disposed to 
question the authenticity of his pretensions 
to descent from the medieval counts and 
marquises Gandolfl and to dispute his rights 
to their titles, he proceeded to obtain from 
the late pope a patent of marquis in 1896 and 
of duke in 1800. 

It is open to doubt as to whether he really 
improved his status thereby. For papal titles 
of nobility, owing to the freedom and almost 
recklessness with which they were conferred 
— in return for the payment of heavy. fees 
during the reigne of Plus IX. and of Leo XIII. 
—are held to be of little account, and natur- 
ally the people who had previously been 
opposed to the late duke of Gandolfi argued 
that the very fact that he should have con- 
sidered it necessary to Obtain uw patent of 
marquis from the pope in 1885 constituted 
an admission that he had had no real right 
to that title by birth and descent. 

It is hardly necesaary to add that he was 
extremely sensitive about his title of duke, 
and although he had never as an English 
citizen obtained the necessary permission 
from the English crown to bear it, cruelly 
resented any failure to make use thereof ip 
addressing him. in fact, it used to be as- 
serted at the Carlton club, to which he be- 
longed, that the hall porter had his strict 
orders to return to the dead letter office all 
letters directed to him there as Charles 
Hornyold, EA. 


a 


The new duke, his eldest son, ie about 27 
years of age and owes his Christian name 
of Alfonso to the fact that the late king of 
Spaim was his godfather. He has hitherto 
been known by his Italian’ name and title. 
If he is sensible he will resume the name of 
Hornyold, at any rate if he wishes to remain 
an English citizen and an English county 
magnate. For it is always ridiculous fer a 
man to make use of a title which is not 
récognized by the government of the coun- 
try of which he is a citizen, and which is 
under any circumstances of the mushroom 
order, that is to say, of recent creation, It 
ig scarcely necessary to add that he will 
never be permitted to use it at court, where 
he will be obliged to content himself with 
being plain Mr. Alfonso Hornyold.”’ 

A Sir John Hornyold was governor of Calais 
under Queen Mary and that sovereign’s spe- 
cial envoy to the pope to arrange for the 
restoration of the church lands confiscated by 
her father, Henry VIII. At the battle of 
Worcester King Charles was rescued from 
capture by the roundheads through the bray- 
ey of two Hornyold brothers. Indeed, the 
Hornyolds figure repeatedly in the pages of 
English history, and held an honored place 
among the old Catholic titled and untitled 
aristocracy of Great Britain. :

Mention of these foreign titles reminds me 
that I have to place on record an addition 
to the list of women of American birth ene 
titled to wear the coronet of a duchess. The 
new duchess is a daughter of the late James 
Magee of New Orleans. She married in 1879 
Capt. Francis de Losada of the royal Eng- 
lish navy, who now, through the death of 
hie elder brother, has become fourth duke 
of Losada& and a grandee of the first class 
of Spain. The late duke, a retired colonel 
of the British Indian army, declined to make 
any use of the title on the grounds that it 
was improper for an English officer to make 
use of a foreign title of nobility. But his 
brother and successor, Capt. de Losada, R. 
N., holds different views. 

The Losadas are one of the old Spanish 
families who owned vast estates in the West 
Indies and especially in Jamaica before 
that island passed into the possession of 
England. A duke of sada was grand 
chamberlain to King ries of Spain, and to 
come down to more modern times, Isaac de 
Losada had the title of duke borne by his an- 
cestors reconferred upon him by King Fer- 
dinand VII. of Spain. He was succeeded in 
his honors by his eldest son, Emmanuel. Hie 
second son, Francis de Losada, father of 
the late duke as well as of the present one; 
spent a considerable part of his life at Bos- 
ton as British consul. Indeed, his two sons 
were born in this country. j

The author's scheme 
falls so certainly in routes that others have 
traversed before him that it is impossible 
for ‘the reader to approach such a work 
without forebodings of dullness and monot- 
ony. Therefore, the discovery that the work 
ig not heavy and that such facts as are la- 
miliar have been woven into a decidedly in- 
teresting account of gossipy detalls is at once 
pleasing and a stimulant to closer ‘reading. 

The author says in his preface that he 
has no wish to have the work considered a 
biography of Moliére, but as an observation 
of the theater; the manners, and the per- 
sonal, associations of the actor’s day. He 
disavows any critical attitude toward Mo- 
liére’s plays. 

What he does do is to take his readers be- 
hind the scenes, show the struggles of the 
poet and player, tell of the friends and the 
enemies he made, and relate in a human 
way how Moliére expanded from an actor to 
a maker of plays and then to a creator of 
some of the world’s dramatic masterpieces, 
Perhaps the most readable portion of the 
work relates to the attacks of the pamphilet- 
eers’ upon him after he became famous 
enough to be a shining mark. The two chief 
enmities of his career were those between 
him and the rival theater, the Hotel de Bour- 
gogne, where Montfleury flourished, and 
where Racine’s tragedies were produced after 
the latter saw fit to break his alliance with 
Moliére, and between him and the clericals. 
To Moliére’s satirical warfare against the 
weaknesses of the church of his day, par- 
ticularly against the Society of the Holy 
Sacrament,” was was the butt of Tar- 
tuffe,”” was due the refueal of the Archbishop 
of Paris to permit after death the burial 
of his body in consecrated ground. 

Moliére’s domestic relations, which for the 
most part were not pleasant, receive consid- 
erable attention from the commentator.

The lecturer; collegiate or otherwise, who 
sets out to publish his analyses of the plays 
of Shakspeare, is like unto a man who 
strives to add another mountain to a moun- 
tainous land. His particular mountain isn’t 
needed. Of course it will be admitted that 
as long as there are students who have to be 
taught Shakspearean lore, there will have to 
be lecturers to teach them. But having lec- 
tured, why publish? 

The latest edition to the works of Shaks- 
pearean commentators is Stopford Brooke’s 
“ON TEN PLAYS OF SHAKSPBRARE.” 
For itself it deserves nothing but pleasant 
mention. The lectures are not only scholar- 
ly, but they show a keen appreciation of all 
the beauties of the great master, and they 
have caught not a little of the reflection of 
the poet’s own gest of living. In a scientific 
sense, Mr. Brooke has shown the close rela- 
tlonship between the moods and the different 
works of Shakspeare, and has pointed out 
how his greatest dramas were the products 
of his mind at its most potent creative period. 
The ten plays listed are Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,“ Romeo and Juliet,“ Richard 
II..“ Richard III.,“ Merchant of Venice,“ 
‘‘As You Like It,“ Macbeth,” Coriol- 
anus, Winter's Tale,“ and The Tem- 
pest.“ 


There is a good farce comedy in Ronald 
Macdonald/s “THE SEA MAID” (Henry 
Holt & Co.) if the first few chapters were elim- 
inated.

There seems to be hardly a de- 
partment in which the boy does not excel his 
rivals. His defeat by Wright is attributable 
to the phenomenal finish by the Californian, 
who made 199 in two innings, and also to the 
fact that after having an apparently insur- 
mountable lead, Demarest began to grow 
anxious over the possibility of beating all 
amateur records for single average, and while 
playing with that In view let victory slip 
away from him. Demarest's decisive lead 
in the point of grand average over all the 
other competitors is only evidence.in figures 
of what his game reveals to spectators. His 
defects at present as a tournament player are 
chiefly inexperience and overcarelessness. 
Naturally he is not an extremely careful 
player, and probably would weaken his game 
if he gave too much attention to remedying 
that fault. He plays with great rapidity 
when. he has the balls under control, and in 
this respect is like Jacob Schaefer.

FORT SHERIDAN OFFICERS 
- TO FIGHT WAUKEGAN VICE. 


Army Men Learn That Soldiers Get 
Much Bad Liquor and Are Robbed in 
City Near Reservation. 


Army officers of Fort Sheridan who have 
been fighting vice in adjoining towns have 
found that they must turn their attention to 
Waukegan. Saloonkeepers in that city are 
alleged to be using the methods familiar at 
Highwood of adulterating liquor sold to sol- 
diers. Within a few days a dozen enlisted 
men have gone to the fort hospital as the 
result of drinking at Waukegan bars. Five 
soldiers were beaten and robbed. 

Gambling is being conducted at the soldier 
saloons, it is charged. Capt. M. E. Saville 
has appealed to the Waukegan city officials, 
it is said, to enforce the laws so that the army 
men may be protected. Nothing has been 
done in reply, and it is expected that the offi- 
cers will endeavor to compel the Waukegan 
men to obey the laws through the federal 
courts. 

Conditions at the fort are indicated by the 
fact that there are more than 200 prisoners 
in the guardhouse. Half of them, it is be- 
lieved, will be dishonorably diecharged. Forty 
prisoners will be taken to Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., today to the federal prison there. 
Leut. O. R. Emery issued an order on 
Saturday requiring the sentries to search 
every civilian's wagon entering the reserva- 
tion. Highwood saloon men are said to have 
sent liquor into the grounds surreptitiously in 
wagons.

The New York market situation does not 
improve. Money remains firm and investi- 
gatione continue to multiply. Wall street 
eentiment is immediately affected by legisla- 
tive activity at Albany. The 80c gas bill hits 
a prominent New York financial interest. 
President Roosevelt and the attorney gen- 
eral's department continue making trouble 
for trusts. Meanwhile, the probability of a 
coal strike is asserted more strongly than 
ever.

Bank Share Quotations. 

There was little doing in bank stocks last 
week. The bank troubles beginning last 
December have had the usual effect of dis- 
couraging purchases, except in a few shares. 
The money market, however, is highly favor- 
able for bank profits, and the earnings for 
1906 give every promise at this time of being 
large. Banks have made 5 and 5% per cent 
loans on time running through the easy 
money summer period.

There was a healthy volume of trade in 
wholesale and jobbing lines the last week. 
The colder weather, while it did not seriously 
interfere with building operations or trans- 
portation, stimulated the demand for heavy 
wearing apperel and fuel, which had been 
somewhat slack, owing to the mildness of the 
winter. 

The inquiry from country buyers was satis- 
factory, sales so far this month being coneid- 
erably in excess of the same period a year 
ago. Orders for men’s furnishings, furniture, 
clothing, dry goods, and boots and shoes 
showed a 4 increase over last year. 
The prosperous retail demand throughout the 
west continued to be reflected in the volume 
of mall orders and the presence of a large 
number of buyers in the city. In several in- 
stances there have been reorders of spring 
goods, and, judging from the present outlook, 
this spring’s trade will be of record propor- 
tions. 

Manufacturers, as a rule, were reported do- 
ing a steady business. Raw material was in 
active demand, with no signs of any de- 
crease. The inquiry for agricultural imple- 
ments of all kinds was particularly heavy, 
and both the manufacturers and the jobbers 
were in receipt of heavy orders. The gen- 
erally prosperous condition of the farmers 
throughout the west guarantees a steady de- 
mand for this class of manufactures.

Prices kept within a narrow 
range, but on all weak spots there was good 
buying. Shorts appeared to be morenervous, 
and their covering was important in the ag- 
gregate. Light receipte and the expecta- 
tlon of a still gmalier movement from the 
farms were bolstering influences.
